The Baptist convention which was 
held in Stockholm last summer was 
the main topic of his lecture. The 
convention was the third of the kind 
ever given. The first was held in 
adelphia in 1910 and the third in 
Stockholm. The next convention 
ie be held in Toronto, Canada in 
1928.

Brinstad journeyed aisdiek France 
and Germany and told. of thé condi- 
tions in those countries. The three 
principal types in Germany,  Brin- 
stad states are those who wish to 
see the Kaiser and his son return 
to power, the Bolshevists who do 
not believe in that or any other pow- 
er, and the sober...thinking men, 
mostly religious men. 

At one time the Baptist in Sweden 
were persecuted, but at the last con- 
vention the brother of the King and 
Rrime Minister were present. The 
archbishop of the Lutheran Church 
invited the convention to hold ser- 
vices in his own church and the 
meeting was crowded to overflowing. 

The meeting represented over 12 
million Baptist in the world. In 
Rumania the Baptists are being per- 
secuted at the present time and a

Sections of the 
concrete walls had ben torn out, 
barrels placed in the excavation and 
the hole had then been concreted 
again. Two holes were provided in 
the concrete, one at the top of the 
barrel for filling and the other at 
the bottom for drawing of the liq- 
uor. Corks placed in the holes Ke- 
vealed the secre? recesses. Suspi- 
scious of the corks Traffic Officer 
Merton Groom, one of the raiding 
officers, pulled one out. . Hig feet and 
clothing were drenched with brandy. 
Search revealed five such recesses. 
which yielded more than 300 gal- 
lons of brandy. Officers failed to 
find a still. Barrels and boxes had 
been placed along the walls to hide 
the téll tale corks. 

While he had taken extreme care 
to protect his supply of brandy Bar- 
delli operated his wine making al- 
most with abandon. Located at the 
rear of the hotel ‘it is in plain sight 
of the highway. Discolored grape 
boxes were stacked about an ample 
grape. conveyer which carried the 
vineyard product to a spacious crush- 
er inside a specially constructed 
building. Behind his wine making 
plant Bardelli, had just completed a 
dugout, concrete covered, in which 
officers found 5,000 gallons of wine.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—A definite | suggeations relative to the better- 
stand was taken on many important, ment of the agriculturist and also 


questions by President Coolidge, 
when he addressed the 68th congress 
here today. 

A brief synopsis of his vlews are 
as follows: 

League of Nations—The President 
holds that, as the people définitely 
refused to adopt and ratify the cove- 
nant of the League is a “closed is- 
sue” in the United States. The league 
exists, he says ,a “foreign agency.” 


The President favors, however, a 
permanent World Court of Justice of 


which the United States should be 
a member. 

Russia—The United States, the 
President says, hag no intention en- 


tering into any relations with a° 


country “which refuses to recognize 
the sanctity of international obli- 
gations.” When Russia shows a-dif- 
ferent spirit in dealing with its prob- 
lems the United States will take 2 
different aptitude.
